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Eddie Lawson (Yam) won the French 
round of the World Championship 
Road Race Series which was run at 
Paul Ricard, July 24. Lawson beat 
Christian Sarron (Yam) to the finish 
line by .22 of a second with Kevin 
Schwantz (Suz) taking third, just .24 
of a second behind Sarron. Defend- 
ing World Champion Wayne 
Gardner (Hon) finished fourth after 
his engine seized on the last lap. 
Wayne Rainey (Yam) finished fifth 
and Randy Mamola (Cag) was sixth. 
In the 500cc point standings, Lawson 
now leads the 500cc GP point stand- 
ings over Gardner by 27 points, 185- 
158. Rainey is third with 143 points. 


The French 250cc GP was won 
by Jacques Cornu (Hon) after a 
race-long battle with Sito Pons 
(Hon) who finished second. Third 
went to Dominique Sarron (Hon) 
with Juan Garriga (Yam) fourth 
and Reinhold Roth (Hon) fifth. 
Pons leads the 250cc GP point 
standings over Garriga, 166-158. 
Cornu is third with 142 points. 


Jorge Martinez (Der) won the French 
125cc GP with Ezio Gianola (Hon) 
finishing second and Corrado Cara- 
lano (Apr) third. Rolf Biland and 
Kurt Waltisperg (LCR) won the 
French Sidecar GP. 


West German sidecar driver 
Alfred Heck suffered fatal injuries 
in a practice session crash at Paul 
Ricard on Thursday, July 21. 
Heck, 45, was participating in his 
first-ever GP meeting. Tragedy 
struck again in a French National 
race on Saturday, July 23, at Paul 
Ricard when multi-time French 
National Champion Eric Sabatier, 
29, was involved in a collision 
with Patrick Durix, 33, іп a French 
National race. Both Sabatier and 
Durix were killed in the incident. 


Japan's Shunji Yatsushiro broke his 
right hip ina crash that occured early 
on in the 500cc GP at Paul Ricard. 
Patrick Igoa, who also crashed when 
Yatsushiro went down in front of 
him, suffered a concussion. 


Danny Storbeck (Hon) and Keith 
O'Neal (Hon) were the big winners 
at the Central American MX 
Championships in Guatemala, 
July 16-17. Storbeck topped the 
125cc Expert class over Jim 
Holley (Yam) and Bill Whitley 
(Cag). Ninth went to Mercedez 
Gonzalez (Kaw). O'Neal won the 
250cc Expert class over Costa 
Rican Adrean Roberts (Yam). An 
estimated 40,000 spectators 
attended the two-day event.

WRITIN’ 
AROUND 


Drivers’ licenses and license 
plates 
Maybe you read in this column 
a few weeks ago, my bright 
idea about linking license 
plates to motorcycle drivers’ li- 
censes, remember? It drew a mixed 
response, from apathy to zeal. Mostly 
apathy. The three letters that poured 
in ranged from Clem Salvadori’s 
suggestion that we add proof of 
insurance, to Laurie Richter Wat- 
son's contention that it is the dealer's 
responsibility to ask customers to 
show a Class 4 (motorcycle opera- 
tor's) license, to James E. Dent's 
assertion that my brain program 
crashed while I was writing that 
column. 

Okay, I will grant that if the idea 
has any great merit, it should apply 
to car drivers, too. But motorcycle 








riders (or “drivers,” considering the 
size of some rigs) need to know two 
secrets that the car driver never 
considers: Counter-steering and 
independent front wheel braking. 
Everybody who receives the coveted 
motorcycle endorsement on his or 
her driver's license has demonstrated 
some proof of knowing these two 
basic skills (at least I hope so). 

I don't want to see compulsory 
insurance linked to issuance of a 
license plate in California, because 
in this state, poor people have to 
drive to make a living. When I was 
poor, I could afford a bike and gas, 
or insurance, but not all three at 
once. New York links compulsory 
insurance to license plates, but that 
state has a public rapid transit 
alternative that the western states 
don't have. 

And I agree that exceptions would 
have to be made for parents and 
companies that own motorcycles 
which are ridden by others. And I 
admit that nothing will keep all the 
unlicensed drivers off our highways. 

Passing the simple DMV riding 
test and getting your ticket to ride 
doesn't make you an expert rider, but 
it does prove, at least, that you know 
how to stop with both brakes and 
you know that when you turn the 
handlebars right, the motorcycle 
turns left. 


Helmets make sense, but 
helmet laws are nonsense 

Some readers may have gotten the 
mistaken impression that my oppo- 
sition to helmet laws is the same as 
denying the safety value of helmets. 
Not so. I think that good helmets, 
voluntarily worn, show good sense. 
But, unfortunately, you cannot 
legislate good sense. So I make a clear 
distinction between helmets them- 
selves and the crime of not wearing 
them. 

I might think differently if there 
were any evidence that hat laws work 
like the politicians promised. The 
decades of experience of 48 states that 
have tried helmet laws prove only 
one thing: Helmets may make sense, 
but helmet laws are all promise and 
no performance. You can be sure that 
if there was any tangible proof, 
statistics or otherwise, that helmet 
laws really save lives or reduce 
accidents or injury, the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Transportation safetycrats 
would have told everybody about it 
by now. There is no such proof that 
we can find. Quite the contrary, 
states that have helmet laws, taken 
as a whole, show a slight rise in 
motorcycle accidents and injuries 
and deaths. That is a fact that seems 
to get lost in all the emotional 
hoopla and shallow thinking about 
helmet laws. 

Next year, sure as shootin', my 
state legislature will try and pass 
another helmet law for motorcy- 
clists, maybe just on those under 21- 
years-old. I am ceaselessly amazed at 
how our legislature goes on reinvent4 
ing the wheel, just so- they can spin 
theirs. But you can be sure that we 
will restudy the experience of other 
states, such as South Carolina, which 
have tried the under-21-helmet-law, 
to see if there is any evidence that 
it works, before deciding whether to 
oppose it or not. 

Again I repeat, so there is no 
mistaking my meaning, “Wear the 
best helmet you can afford when 
riding your motorcycle. Make sure 
it fits. Read the instructions that 
come with it. Fasten it fere» all 
the time. Replace it with a new one 
every two years. Replace it after any 
crash. Don't be fooled by false 
фы and don’t expect a helmet 

aw to make you safer. Okay?" Okay!

World Championship 250cc MX Series:

Johnson out of this 
world at Unadilla

leam Honda's Rick Johnson was, as 
runner-up Bob Hannah put it, out of the 
this world as he handily beat the world's 
best riders at the United States 250cc MX 


GP at the Unadilla Valley 
Sports Center. 

“Мете mortal, and that son- 
of-a-bitch is an alien," said 
Hannah following the second moto. 

Johnson was nearly perfect in 
winning both international motos 
by large margins over Suzuki teams- 
ter Hannah. Johnson had to work 
his way through several riders before 
taking the lead early in the first 40- 
minute-plus-two-lap moto and stay- 
ing out front to the finish. In the 
second round Johnson had only two 
riders to get around, and once he 
displaced American GP contender 
Rick Ryan for first, Johnson was 
gone. 

“It feels good to win the GP here 
at Unadilla, I've come short a couple 
of times," Johnson said following 
the event. “This is one thing I've 
always wanted to accomplish; it's 
another stepping stone in my career. 
Now I can say I won a Unadilla СР.” 

The victory was Johnson's second 
consecutive 250cc U.S. GP win, last 


year's having come at Hollister Hills, 


California. Johnson also led the 





American team to victory here at 
Unadilla last year in the Motocross 
des Nations. : 

Equally impressive to Johnson's 
win was the ride put in by 31-year- 
old Hannah. In the first moto, Team 
Suzuki's Hannah charged from back 
near 10th to take second late in the 
moto, then backed that performance 
up with another come-from-behind 
ride, this time from eighth, to take 
second once again with just four laps 
remaining in the second moto. 

In both motos Team Yamaha's 
Micky Dymond was Hannah's last 
victim, and his pair of thirds earned 
him the last spot on the victory 
rostrum. Dymond, who hasn't com- 
peted on the National level since the 
L.A. Supercross. June 18 because 
Yamaha doesn't contest the 500cc 
Nationals, was less than pleased with 
his finish. 

"If we would've run half the time 
I would've done better," Dymond 
said. 

Holland's John Van den Berk was 
the top European finisher at fourth 
overall with, a 5-6 score. Yamaha's 
John Van den Berk and fellow

countryman Gert-Jan van Doorn 
tied on points for the day, but Van 
den Berk's better score in the second 
moto put van Doorn at fifth overall. 

More importantly for Van den 
Berk, he stretched his point lead to 
50 with three rounds remaining in 
the series. Of the top three title 
contenders, Van den Berk was the 
only consistent points-scorer at 
Unadilla, as his closest rivals, Amer- 
ican Rodney Smith and Brit Jeremy 
Whatley, failed to score many points. 

For Chesterfield/Team Michele 
Rinaldi-backed Smith the U.S. GP 
was particularly disappointing as he 
was unable to finish either moto and 
scored no points, dropping to third 
in the series. Smith entered the race 
33 points behind Van den Berk and 
five ahead of Whatley in the title 
chase. Illness forced him out of the 
first moto, then a crash at the start 
of moto two,. put him out early in 
moto two. 

Heron Suzuki's Whatley was able 
to overtake Smith for second in the 
point standings by picking up a total 
of nine points for his 14-9 finishes, 
but he remains 50 points behind Van 
den Berk and only four ahead of 
Smith. 

Factory Cagiva rider, Pekka Veh- 
konen, gained some points with a 
solid fourth-place finish in the 
second moto, and is now four points 
shy of Smith in the standings. 
Crashes in the first round kept the 
Finn from gaining even more points. 

Although Honda’s factory pres- 
ence at Unadilla was low, it was 
strong as factory rider Guy Cooper 
made quick work of the 125cc Sup- 
port class. Caoper led the first moto 
from the second lap to the end, then 
came back and led from start to finish 
in the final race, despite falling just 
before getting the one-lap sign. 

It was feared that Unadilla would 
once again be turned into a mud bog, 
like last year's Motocross des Nations 
event, when a rain storm moved into 
the area on the eve of the race. But 
the rain was just enough to make 








conditions on the hilly, grass- 
covered course ideal at the beginning 
of practice. More rain fell just before 
the start of the second 250cc moto, 
making the track slippery at first but 
nearly-ideal after a few laps. The 
weather didn't dampen the enthu- 
siam of the estimated 10,000 fans who 
cheered Johnson on to victory. 

With each moto paying $700 for 
first, $590 for second and $510 for 
third, Johnson went home with 
$1400, plus contingencies, while 
Hannah earned $1180 and Dymond 
$1020. Cooper pocketed $1160, plus 
contingencies. 


250cc GP 

Cagiva's van Doorn led the pack 
through the first turn to start moto 
one, but Vehkonen quickly passed 
his teammate in the following twisty 
section and England's Rob Herring 
followed. Vehkonen crashed halfway 
through the first lap, while Dymond 
moved into second behind Herring. 

“The rear tire slipped and I 
crashed," said Vehkonen. ''Sand 


.went in my goggles and I had to take 


them off. On the second lap I crashed 
again, then had problems with my 
eyes." 

On the second lap Herring put a 
few seconds on Dymond and van 
Doorn. Suzuki's Erik Kehoe had 
moved up to fourth, but Johnson, 
who couldn't make the best of his 
prime pick on the gate for the fastest 
qualifying time, came up and passed: 
When making the pass the two 
riders' lines crossed, and Kehoe went 
down while Johnson stayed upright. 

“His line was in the middle of the 
track and mine was outside," said 
Kehoe. “Our lines connected, we hit 
and I went down hard.” Kehoe 
finished the moto, but elected not to 
ride the second round to save himself 
for the 125cc Nationals. 

“T took him out bad,” admitted 
Johnson. “I had momentum and 
couldn’t slow down and we hit. I 
didn't mean to do it." x 

Johnson quickly closed in on van

Doorn but found it difficult to get 
around the Dutchman. Johnson 
worked on van Doorn for over a lap 
and got by, but the Cagiva rider 
repassed him once before finally 
giving up his position. It then took 
Johnson another lap to overhaul 
Dymond. While all this was happen- 
ing Van den Berk had moved into 
fifth with Hannah quickly closing 
from the sixth position. 

On lap six Johnson suddenly had 
the lead when Herring went straight 
at the bottom of the Screw-U section, 
a steep downhill with a 180-degree 
turn at the bottom that shoots the 
riders straight back up the hill, and 
went off the track. 

"It was difficult to ride because I 
couldn't get a good grip," said 
Herring, who split the skin between 
his thumb and finger wide open in 
a. practice crash. "I hit a bump so 
hard my hand came off the bars." 

Meanwhile, Hannah had caught 
and passed Van den Berk, making 
the order Johnson, Dymond, van 
Doorn, Hannah and Van den Berk. 
The top five settled in for a while 
at the halfway point, while behind 
them Yamaha-supported American 
Doug Dubach led a tight, race-long 
battle with Denmark's Soren Mor- 
tensen, Sweden's Peter Johansson 
and American Suzuki rider Donny 
Schmit. 

As Johnson moved out to an 18- 
second lead, Hannah began to charge 
and caught van Doorn, then went 
after Dymond. After dogging the 
Yamaha pilot for a couple of laps 
Hannah made his move and went 
into second, but Johnson was 21 
seconds ahead. Dymond stayed with 
Hannah for a couple of laps before 
dropping off the pace, but his battle 
with Hannah gave him a good 
margin over van Doorn that he 
would keep to the finish. Hannah’s 
charge stopped when he reached 
second since Johnson was too far 

one. 

“There was no reason to try and 

catch him," Hannah said. “I wanted 
to save myself for the second moto. 
"There's no one in the world who can 
catch him; you have to be there from 
the start.”

With the top five finishing order 
set at Johnson, Hannah, Dymond, 
van Doorn and Van den Berk, the 
battle to watch was for sixth. Dubach 
always managed to stay just ahead 
of some wild passing behind him, 
and when it was all over Schmit 
finally claimed seventh over Johans- 
son and Mortensen. West Germany's 
го Diepold rounded out the top 
10. 

“There was no time to relax; it 
seemed there was a different person 
behind. me all the time," Dubach 
said. “There was a different name on 
the pit board every lap." 

Smith pulled off early in the race 
after falling in an off-camber turn. 

“Туе been weak because of an ear 
infection," Smith said. “I was riding 
okay until I fell, then I felt chilled 
like I had a fever so I pulled off to 
save myself for the second moto.” 

Rick Ryan, who crashed several 
times in the first moto, came up with 
the holeshot to start off moto two 
followed by Vehkonen, Johnson, 





Larry Brooks, Belgium's Peter 
Dirkx, Dymond, Diepold and Han- 
nah. Van Doorn and Smith came 
around last after crashing, and Smith 
soon pulled off. 

“Van den Berk clipped a rider who 
took me down, and someone clipped 
my helmet," said a disappointed and 
sore Smith. 

Johnson quickly passed Vehkonen 
on the first lap and after a brief battle 
with Ryan took the lead at the 
beginning of lap two. Dymond 
moved in on Vehkonen and the two 
battled for a lap before Dymond 
motored by and set after Ryan, while 
Hannah moved up to fifth ahead of 
Van den Berk and Brooks. 

When Dymond took second from 
Ryan on lap five, Johnson was 
already out front by 12 seconds. After 
a slow start Hannah was on the move 
and caught Vehkonen, who soon 
came under fire from Van den Berk. 

Ryan was the next to fall to 
Hannah's charge when he was 
passed as they leaped out of Gravity 





Cavity. The two almost touched in 
the air, but Hannah landed first and 
beat Ryan to the next turn. 

_ “Whoa, a little bit close," said 
Hannah of the pass. “I hit the brakes 
so I could stay on the ground and 
go by him, but he.almost landed on 
me." 

“1 heard him and moved over a 
little bit; he was riding good," said 
Ryan. 

Out front Johnson began to give 
the crowd a show with acrobatics off 
the jumps as he maintained a con- 
stant 15-second cushion on Dymond, 
who was slowly losing ground to 
Hannah. Vehkonen broke away from 
Van den Berk and reeled in Ryan. 

“I just settled into fourth and went 
too slow," said Ryan. “It was hard 
to get going again.” 

Hannah finally caught and passed 
Dymond on lap 14, but Johnson was 
out of reach and cruised to the finish 
nearly 20 seconds ahead of Hannah. 
Dymond dropped off the pace but 
placed third well ahead of Vehkonen. 
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Van den Berk was the first European at fourth overall, but more 
importantly he moved out to a 50-point lead in the title chase.

Ryan was fifth ahead of Van den 
Berk, Mortensen, van Doorn, Wha- 
tley and French rider Yannig 
Kervella. 

“Pekka and Ryan were riding fast, 
but I didn’t think they could carry 
the pace," said Johnson. “Му gog- 
gles were getting muddy so I didn’t 
want to waste much time with them 
so I got out front and took off. 

“Anything can happen on this 
track so it's wise not to go berserk 
and pull a big lead because you can 
take yourself out in the process; you 
have to respect this track. I tried to 





ride a pace that would keep them at 
bay. I could've gone faster but there 
was no need to, said Johnson." 

“I never got going for three laps,” 
said Hannah. “I was being too 
cautious. It was slippery and I was 
hoping everyone else would be 
cautious too, but Johnson just left. 

"He's the best, that's all. I watched 
him here last year and there'$ no one 
who can beat him, nobody in the 
world. No one's even close, and I'm 
no different. It's going to take a kid 
to beat him, no old man is gonna 
do it."

Afterwards at the awards ceremony 
Hannah jokingly protested John- 
son’s victory. 

“Tm really the winner because he's 
not human," was Hannah's 
reasoning. 

"Hannah and Johnson got in their 
pace and stayed there," Dymond 
said. "I was okay for a while but I 
didn't have it for the whole 
distance." 

Van den Berk was happy with the 
outcome of the race and the points 
he gained, but not particularly 
pleased with the way he rode. 

“I started riding safe and that's not 
good," he said. "I started the first 
moto too stiff, and in the second I 
followed Hannah but my front 
number plate came loose and would 
fly in my face. I hope I can take more 
points in the next race; I'll ride safely 
for the next few races.” 

Vehkonen had trouble adapting to 
the hot, humid weather and felt he 
could have done better. 

"It's not normal for me to get so 
tired," he explained. “I couldn't ride 
wide open, I had difficulty brea- 
thing. Normally I ride wide open, 
but I rode slowly so I wouldn't get 
too tired.” 


125cc Support 

Kawasaki-mounted Chris Cole- 
man jumped out into the lead of the 
first moto followed by Carlo Coen, 
Suzuki’s Ty Davis and Kurt 
McMillen. Cooper got off to a slow 
start but moved to second by the end 
of lap one, then took the lead a short 
time later. 

Once out front Cooper easily 
moved away as the battle for second 
shaped up between Coleman, Davis 
and McMillen. A little further back 
there was another pack consisting of 
Robert Hayes, Mike LaRocco and 
Coen. 

LaRocco was the rider on the move 
and just after the halfway point of 
the 20-minute-plus-two-lap moto 
had worked into fourth. Coleman 
was getting pressure from Davis, and 
as LaRocco moved in late in the race 
it became a three-way battle for 
second. 

On the last lap LaRocco charged 
up to take second behind Cooper, 
while Davis got by and held off the 
charges of Coleman. McMillen, who 
dropped off the pace at mid-moto, 
was fifth. 

Cooper grabbed the holeshot in 
moto two over Suzuki riders Jimmy 





Gaddis and Todd DeHoop, then 
quickly scooted away. McMillen 
moved up to third when Gaddis 
dropped back, while LaRocco was 
charging once again after another 
poor start. LaRocco worked his way 
to fifth, only to fall and drop to 
ninth. 

“I got a bad start and was going 
for fifth when someone took me 
out," LaRocco said. 

But he didn't give up, charged 
back and passed McMillen on the last 
lap to take third. 

Cooper had built up another 
comfortable lead and had enough of 
a margin so that even when he fell 
approaching the one-lap board, he 
was able to retain the lead and take 
the win by a few seconds over 
DeHoop. 

“1 got a good start, and I saw 
DeHoop behind me," said Cooper. 
“I had a good cushion but he didn't 
slack off. At the end some lapped 
riders took my normal line, and 
that's one thing tricky about this 
track, if you take a new line there's 
no telling what's going to be there. 
I hit a big hole and it swapped me 
sideways. I bounced a couple of times 
then went down.” ' 

Davis was in the fray at times, but 
dropped back and finished sixth after 
he was unable to pass fifth-place 
finisher Coleman. 

“T rode like a Wally,” said Davis. 
"I was almost getting spit off, my 
suspension was too soft, and I just 
couldn't ride the stinkin’ bike." ө

Shobert sets records 
at DuQuoin Mile

DUQUOIN, IL, JULY 24 


Bubba Shobert became the fastest man in 
motorcycle mile racing history as he set a 
new one-lap mile dirt track oval record and 
ran away with the 25-lap National final 


and the Camel Challenge at 
the DuQuoin State Fair- 
grounds. 

Aside from not leading a few 
laps of racing during the day, 
Shobert was flawless as he set the 
record fast time of 34.377 seconds at 
an average speed of 104.721 mph, 
won his fourth straight Camel Pro 
race at DuQuoin — his 36th career 
win, and set a new average speed 
record for the race. 

Honda’s Shobert beat factory 
Harley-Davidson pilots Scott Parker 
and Chris Carr, who raced for second 
down to the wire with Parker getting 
the runner-up spot. Dan Ingram and 
Steve Morehead rounded out the top 
five in the Illinois Motorcycle 
Dealers Association-promoted event. 

With the win, Shobert moved into 
sole possession of second place in the 
Grand National Championship 





point standings with 131 points, 
behind points leader Parker, who has 
144, and ahead of Chris Carr, with 
124. Shobert extended his lead in the 
Camel Pro Series over road racer 
Doug Polen, 123 to 72. 

Shobert also equaled the DuQuoin 
win record of Hank Scott, who won 
the race four times between 1978 and 
1984. Scott, however, did not win 
four straight. Scott also held the old 
average race-speed record that Sho- 
bert beat with a speed of 101.244 mph 
— over two mph faster than the old 
standard. 

Shobert pocketed $5750 out of the 
National’s $40,000 purse and $10,000 
from the $17,500 Camel Challenge. 

“Т just like the place,” said Shobert 
about DuQuoin. “It’s kind of differ- 
ent. You can ride a lot of different 
lines through the turns. Here, you 
can make different angles in the turn 
and get different drives off the turn." 





DuQuoin had not received much 
rain in the weeks preceding the race. 
But days before the event, a down- 
pour had soaked the track and filled 
1t with ruts. 

After some hard work, the ground 
crew not only made the surface 
ridable, but the fastest mile dirt track 
in history. Shobert attributed the 
record lap to good track preparation. 

“Our bikes are restricted now and 
(yet) we went faster," said the three- 
time Grand National Champion. 


Time Trials 

Shobert started his amazing per- 
formance during time trials as he set 
his record lap time. Despite the 
searing sun and high temperatures 
that dryed and slowed down the 
track, Shobert turned in the 34.377/ 
104.721 lap that put him into the 
record books, ahead of Ricky Gra- 
ham's 34.548/104.203 mark, set at 
Springfield in 1984. 

The next fastest, with a time of 
34.916, was Parker, who said he 
doesn’t worry too much about what 
the early clocks say. 

“Time trials don’t mean a whole 
lot," he said. “Just because you win 
in time trials doesn't mean you're 
going to run away with it." 

Carr was clocked in third quickest, 
at a time of 35.075. Carr bobbled 
during his qualifying lap and lost 
his chance to set the fastest time of 
the day. 

Terry Poovey came next with a 
35.172, followed by local-hero Tim 
Mertens of Belleville, Illinois, at 
35.309. Rounding out the top six, 
and thus the last man to qualify for 
the $17,500 Camel Challenge, was 
Dan Ingram, who clocked a 35.346 
on a Honda loaned to him by Bubba 
Shobert. The bike is usually ridden 
by Don Estep, but Estep is sidelined 
due to a fractured skull he suffered 





at the Parkersburg (West Virginia) 
National Half Mile on July 16. 
Ingram said it was the fastest bike 
he had ever ridden. 


Heats 

When Shobert first faced other 
riders, and not only the clock, he 
didn't get off to a fast start. 

In the first heat, he lined up on 
the pole but went into the first turn 
in midpack, behind holeshot-man 
Steve Morehead, riding Mert Law- 
wills spare Harley after his “half 
mile bike" had seized in practice. 
Ricky Graham also found himself in 
the lead. temporarily, but by lap 
three, Shobert had caught and passed 
them both and easily held the lead 
for the rest of the 10-lap race. 

Keith Day joined the fray between 
Morehead and Graham. The three 
fought over the second slot until the 
last lap. Day and Morehead finished 
second and third, respectively, to | 
earn a place in the final with Shobert, 
while sending Graham and the next 
five finishers to the semis. : 

The closely-fought second heat 
showed that it wasn't going to Беа 
runaway day for all Hondas as 
Parker on the Bill Werner-tuned 
Harley XR750 stole the lead and the 
win from Honda-mounted Ronnie 
Jones on the last lap. 

Parker survived a mediocre start to 
come from behind and race with Pete 
Hames and Doug Chandler for the 
lead. Jones came from seemingly 
nowhere to head the pack on lap four 
and begin a battle with Parker that 
would last the remainder of the race. 
Parker won it coming out of turn 
three with a surge that carried him 
first across the line. 

Chandler, after dropping back for 
several laps, returned to form and 
earned third. Hames followed, good 
only for a place in the semis. The

dominance as it was nearly four 
seconds slower than the first heat. 

In heat three, winner Carr let some 
other Honda riders know that he and 
his factory Harley would be a factor. 

Carr led most of the race, although 
he had to dice with, and sometimes 
follow, Ingram and the borrowed 
Honda. Rodney Farris, on another 
Honda, closed in the final laps and 
freight-trained across the line with 
Carr and Ingram. 

Tammy Kirk finished back in 
fourth, holding off a determined 
Garth Brow. Although one second 
faster than the second heat, the third 
one was still well off the pace set in 
Shobert's qualifier. 

The Honda-dominated fourth 
heat was the slowest of them all. 
Terry Poovey showed some good 
drafting techniques as he won the 
race with Mertens finishing second 
and Rich King a distant third. All 
three rode Hondas. 

Brian Atherton stayed close to the 
top three for half the race, but fell 
back to finish fourth ahead of Rusty 
Rogers. 

Heat four saw another mechanical 
casualty when Will Davis’ Harley 
dropped an exhaust valve. 


Semis 

Bryan Villella and Graham 
nabbed the top two positions in the 
first 10-lap semi-final race, earning 
a ticket to the National. Villella 
started slowly as Hames, Graham 
and George Roeder battled up front 
in the first few laps. 

Roeder began falling back to an 
eventual sixth-spot finish as Graham 
and Hames waged a seesaw duel. 
Meanwhile, Villella was closing in, 
and, going into turn one on lap six, 
he was side by side with the leaders. 

Villella led the next three laps as 
Hames began droppping off the 
pace. Behind Hames were Scott 
Stump and Ted Taylor, who for a 
moment was busy with some gym- 
nastics as his Honda pulled a tank- 
slapper. 

Graham wasn't finished fighting 
and retook the lead going into the 
last lap. The race went down to the 
last corner where Villella made a 
move on Graham and snuck by for 
the win. Behind them came the five 
riders headed for the Last Chance 
Qualifier; Hames, Stump, Taylor, 
Roeder and Davey Durelle. 

The second semi featured perhaps 
the day’s most popular winner as

ia, started the race in third behind 

therton and Brow. But by the time 
they reached the back straight on the 
second lap, Kirk and her pink Harley 
were in command. She pulled away 
to a small lead on the next lap as 
Steve Aseltine moved in on Brow and 
Atherton. 

Aseltine passed both Brow and 
Atherton to take over second and 
closed on Kirk on the back straight. 
But Aseltine’s shot at the top was 
short-lived as he slid backwards 
again. 

Kirk stunned the crowd as it 
appeared she would be joining 
Aseltine in dropping back when she 
slipped in turn three. But before the 
crowd had a chance to be disap- 
pointed, she got it together and 
salvaged the lead by lap eight, 
opening a small gap on second to 
boot. 

As Texter made a charge up to 
second, Aseltine’s day ended when he 
crashed between turns three and four. 
Aseltine’s bike didn't go down with 
him as it stayed upright for a time 
and experimented with different 
lines before falling. Aseltine walked 

away with a bad bruise on his left 
arm.

By lap two of the five-lap Camel 
Challenge sprint race, Shobert was 
one, eyeballing the winner’s 
$10,000 check and leaving the other 
top-qualifiers to fight for the 
remains of the $17,500 purse. 
Poovey and Ingram followed Sho- 
bert for two laps before Carr, using 
the cushion, moved up to second on 
lap four and stayed there. Poovey 
tried but couldn't get under Carr and 
settled in third to stay, with his 
Honda misfiring.

Last Chance Qualifier 


The last available spot in the 
National went to Atherton after he 
won the Last Chance Qualifier over 
Brow and Rogers. The outcome of 
the race was in doubt for most of 
its 10-laps as Pete Hames and Ted 
Taylor were in contention as well, 
and led the race at times. 

Taylor was leading at the start of 
lap nine but some handling prob- 
lems opened the door for Atherton 
and the rest of the dueling leaders 
to fly by. 

National 

Shobert, the fastest heat winner, 
had his pick of starting position for 
the 25-lap main event and he sat on 
the second inside slot between 
Ingram and Poovey. Filling out the 
front row were Parker, Keith Day and 
Carr. 

Row two had Morehead on the 
inside, next to Jones, Farris, 
Chandler, Mertens and King. 

Behind them оп row three were 
Graham, Texter, Kirk, Atherton and 
Villella. 

At the start, Ingram and Parker 
went into the first turn together, fol- 
lowed by Carr and Shobert. Shobert 
wanted to end the drama early and

crossed the start/finish line in front 
at the end of the opening lap.

By lap four, 
Shobert had broken the draft and was 
free and clear to ride to'a convincing 
win. Carr closed on Parker, begin- 
ning the real entertainment of the 
day with a duel that would not end 
until the checkers. 

Another close contest developed 
some distance behind them as 
Ingram, Poovey, Morehead and 
Jones fought over fourth. Jones' 
threat never materialized as he 





trailed, then later faded to an even- 
tual seventh-place finish. 

The three ahead of him swapped 
places for most of the race with 
Ingram coming out on top, More- 
head taking fifth and Poovey sixth. 

Carr and Parker were side by side 
down the straights and through the 
turns. Parker had more motor than 
Carr and could draft his teammate 
down the all-important front 
straight to the flag. Carr could out- 
turn Parker and would retake the 
second-place position in the corners. 

“1 felt I could get through the 
corners a little better than Scotty," 
Carr said. “Не was able to draft me 
at will."

Ingram followed them in, trailed 
by Morehead and Poovey. 

Shobert said that the only thing 
that worried him during the race 
were his tires. 

“Halfway through the race, I got 
to thinking about it — maybe I’m 
burning up my tires,” he said. “But 
shoot, we could have gone another 
25 laps.” 





Now in a three-way points battle 
for the Grand National Champion- 
ship, Shobert said he is looking 
forward to the tail end of the season 
with five more miles on the schedule. 

“It’s going to be really close racing 
and the thing that’s going to break 
it up, if it gets broken up, is guys 
having trouble with their bikes." €

World Championship Road Race Series: 
Round 10 


Gardner takes third 
straight in Yugoslavia

RIJEKA, YUGOSLAVIA, JULY 17 

Defending World Champion Wayne 
Gardner held off a determined challenge 
from Christian Sarron to win the Yugo- 


slavian Grand Prix at the twisty Rijeka 


circuit nestled comfortably in More importantly for 
the hills above the Adriatic Gardner was the miserable weekend 
Sea. suffered by his primary rival and 





current championship leader Eddie 
Lawson. The Marlboro Yamaha 
rider gritted his teeth and finished 
10th after dislocating his left 
shoulder in the final practice session 
on Saturday afternoon. Lawson was 
injected with 6cc of Cortisone/ 
Zylacaine to help ease the pain, and 
then rode bravely to pick up six 
valuable points. 

Gardner, with his third successive 
win, has taken a 40-point deficit of 
three races ago and closed to within 
20 points of Lawson, 165-145, with 
six rounds remaining. 

Gardner and his Rothmans Honda 
averaged 101.702 mph for the 30-lap, 
77.7-mile race, topping the Gau- 
loises Yamaha of Sarron by 7.42 
seconds. Third place went to Team 
Lucky Strike Roberts’ Wayne Rai- 
ney, his fifth rostrum position in 10 
races. 

Arguably, the hero of the day was 
Randy Mamola. The Californian 
thrilled the large crowd by sliding 
his rejuvenated Cagiva to a fourth- 
place finish, narrowly nipping 
Team Lucky Strike Roberts’ Kevin 
Magee at the flag. The result was 
possibly more impressive than his 
third-place finish in the Belgian GP 
because this one was held on a dry 
circuit. 

Following. Magee in sixth was 
Lawson's Marlboro Yamaha team- 
mate Didier de Radigues. The Bel- 
gian rode a rather uneventful and 
lonely race; topping the battle 
behind consisting of Rothmans 
Honda's Shunji Yatsushiro, Pepsi 
Suzuki's Rob McElnea and Elf's Ron 
Haslam. HB Honda's Pier-Francesco 
Chili was a part of the same battle 
before crashing two laps from the 
end. He remounted to finish 11th. 

Double GP winner Kevin 
Schwantz was forced to play the role 
of spectator and British Broadcasting 
Company (BBC) broadcaster after 
breaking his kneecap only two weeks 
previous in Belgium. Schwantz, 
while feeling no pain, was told that 
a simple blow to the knee could 
result in further damage to the 
pinned and wired area, and that 
another operation would then be 
necessary. These words were strong 








enough to keep the Pepsi Suzuki 
rider on the sidelines. 

The battle for the 250cc World 
Championship between Spaniards 
Sito Pons and Juan Garriga resumed 
at Rijeka with the two battling for 
the majority of the 26-lap race. In 
the end it was Pons and the Campsa 
Honda taking charge, leaving Gar- 
riga and the Ducados Yamaha to 
fight it out with Rothmans Honda's 
Dominique Sarron. At the flag it was 
Garriga taking the runnerup spot 
with Sarron third. HB Honda's 
Reinhold Roth and Marlboro Yama- 
ha's Luca Cadalora finished fourth 
and fifth, respectively. Defending 
World Champion Anton Mang, 
along with 7-Up EMC's Donnie 
McLeod, crashed in the first corner 
on the opening lap, breaking his left 
collarbone. Pons now leads Garriga 
by four points, 149-145. 

Jorge Martinez and his factory 
Derbis again pulled off a double in 
the tiddler ranks, topping the Team 
Servisco Honda of Ezio Gianola in 
the 125cc GP and the Krauser of Peter 
Oettl in the 80cc class. 


500cc Qualifying 


Saving his best for the last of the 
four timed practice sessions, French- 
man Christian Sarron kept his slides 
to a minimum while others around 
him left black marks out of every 
corner to garb his fourth successive 
pole position. 'Sarron and the Gau- 
loises Yamaha circulated the 2.48- 
mile circuit in one minute, 30.176 
seconds for an average speed of 
103.164 mph, but was at a loss to 
tell about it. 

“T can't explain it," Sarron said. 
“I just feel very confident. The bike 
is very good and the tires are very 
good. I don't believe sliding is the 
fast way. I think when you slide you 
lose time, so I try to slide only the 
minimum amount.” 

More than one of Sarron's com- 
petitors said the no-slide theory is 
fine until the tires go off. It is then 
that Sarron has his problems. Sarron 
was also using third gear in places 
where others were using second; 
when the tires go off, the slides 
become more abrupt in the higher 
gear. 

Second quickest was Gardner at 
1:30.511, only .335 of a second behind 
Sarron. The Australian was evasive 
when asked if his quick laps had been 
turned with the modified, more 
stable chassis. Most, however, 
believed that he did indeed use the 
new frame featuring increased rake. 

"It makes it more stable, but we 
need something in the middle 
(between the old and the new)," 
Gardner said. “Га like to have the 
pole; it's nice, but this year I've won 
twice without being on the pole. Last 
year I could do it (land the pole 
position) all the time. I had more 
confidence in the machine.” 

Third fastest, equaling the pre- 
vious best qualifying effort of Lag- 
una Seca and the Salzburgring, was 
Niall Mackenzie on the HB Honda. 
Mackenzie, using the old frame 
because Gardner received the only 
new one, turned a 1:30.602 lap in the 
third. session, and didn't better the 
effort in the final outing. 

Next came the first of the Lucky 
Strike Yamahas with Wayne Rainey 
at the helm. Rainey, using the 
upside-down Ohlins forks that he 
used in the rain at Spa, turned the 
fourth-quickest lap, a 1:30.730. 
Rainey also tried a new batch of tires 
that were flown in from Japan on 
Saturday. Bringing in the tires was 
Rainey's idea after using them while 
testing the four-stroke Yamaha that 
he and Kevin Magee will ride in the 
Suzuka Eight-Hour. The tires, how- 
ever, were not the hot setup on the 
YZR500.

“The tire didn’t work," Rainey 
said. “They worked good on that 
bike (the four-stroke), so we had 
some flown in. You've got to try 
everything you can. I think we have 
as good a tire as anyone else here.” 

Rainey would use the upside- 
down Ohlins in the GP as they 
provided a cure for the chattering 
problem that has plagued the south- 
ern Californian all season. '"There's 
no chattering problem here," Rainey 
said. “There are little bumps in the 
middle of the turns, so everyone has 
a little movement. Last session they 
chattered, but we think they were 
sticking because the setup was the 
same.” 

Following Rainey came Lawson, 
a victim of being in the wrong place 
at the wrong time in the final session, 
crashing to avoid being hit by 
Patrick Igoa on the second Gauloises 
Yamaha. The pair went into turn 
two with Lawson going slower on 
the outside and. Igoa in a hurry on 
the inside. Lawson picked the 
Yamaha up to avoid being hit, and 
took to the grass along with Igoa. 
Lawson then locked up the front 
wheel to prevent slamming into the 
hay bales. The resulting crash 
popped Lawson’s left shoulder out 
of its socket momentarily. Igoa, 
meanwhile, came to a stop, ran over 
to check on Lawson and then pro- 
ceeded on in the final session. 
Lawson was treated with an Elec- 
tronic Galvanic Stimulator by 
trainer Dean Miller, and was in 
obvious pain. 

"I don’t need this," Lawson said 
while sprawled out in his motor- 
home sofa, wires running from his 
shoulder to the EGS box. An ice pack 
also graced the area. 

Lawson had turned a 1:30.952 in 
the third session, using a Marlboro 
Yamaha fitted with an additional 
radiator under the seat. With 
extremely hot weather the norm at 
this Grand Prix on the Yugoslavian 
coast, and the next at Paul Ricard 
in the south of France, the Yamahas 





of Lawson and his teammate de 
Radigues were equipped with the 
extra cooling devices. The Lucky 
Strike Yamahas of Rainey and Magee 
also featured additional radiators, 
with theirs located in the nose pieces 
of the fairings. Both teams claimed 
cooler running temperatures with 
the extra radiator. 

Mamola on the rejuvenated Cag- 
iva was next, in sixth, after turning 
in a 1:31.098 in the opening session. 
The latest Cagiva featured new 
exhaust pipes, cylinders that were 
ground differently and reworked 
crankshafts. Mamola also borrowed 
a five-inch rear rim from Lucky 
Strike and would use it in the GP. 

In practice, Mamola was lighting 
up the rear Pirelli, and later admitted 
that two laps was the best he could 
hope for out of the Italian rear tire. 

“The five-inch rear tire actually 
makes it easier to steer,” he said. “We 
have a little more grip but we're still 
lacking. We'll use the five inch. The 
bike has a lot more torque and top 
end now, but our step from Spa to 
here blew the tire situation out of 
the league. We’ve made so much 
progress in one race, it keeps my 
spirit up. The payback is coming." 

Magee turned in a lap of 1:31.163 
in the third session, putting him on 
row two along with Mamola, de 
Radigues and Chili. Australian 
Magee is still recovering from the 
concussion he suffered two weeks 
before at the Belgian GP, and com- 
plained that concentrating was 
difficult. 

“I feel more comfortable in rights 
than lefts, so this place would really 
suit me if it went the other way,” 
said Magee, who turned 26 on 
Saturday. “The Ohlins are working 
better here. It doesn't cure the 
chattering problem, but it moves it. 
Im still having trouble staying 
focused on something. My focus 
wanders. That was the first time I've 
been conked out and hopefully the 
last." 

Magee was asked whether the new 





tires that came in from Japan would 
be the hot ticket. 

'It doesn't look like it," he said. 
“I just wish it was even the ticket." 

Following de Radigues and Chili 
was Shunji Yatsushiro, on the 
second Rothmans Honda, rounding 
out the top 10. The fourth American 
in the field, Mike Baldwin, qualified 
22nd on his three-cylinder Honda 
while continuing his role as the 
black-leather-clad antagonist in the 
filming of the movie "American 
Built.” 

Rob McElnea, the lone Pepsi 
Suzuki representative in the absence 
of Schwantz, qualified llth after 
trying new exhaust pipes for the first 
time in a test session at Donington 


` Park. 


“Му bike just won't rev," the big 
Brit said. “I think it’s close to the 
Honda and Yamahas down low, but 
then it just dies." 


500cc Race 

At close to 4:00 p.m., the green 
light flashed, starting the 500cc 
Grand Prix and ending the first 
decade of racing at the Rijeka 
Grubnik circuit. It was the fast- 
starting Rainey leading the 36-rider- 
strong field into the fast right-hand 
kink that sends the riders into a 
second-gear left-hander, the corner 
that all but eliminated any chances 
Lawson had of winning here. 

Following Rainey was Gardner 
with Mackenzie, Magee, Chili, Mam- 
ola, Lawson and Haslam following 
in procession’ into the right-hand 
turn three. The question of Lawson's 
condition was answered at the end 
of the first lap as he slipped down 
the leaderboard into 10th place, 
soon, however, to be passed by his 
teammate de Radigues and then 
Yatsushiro. 

Rainey’s run at the front lasted 
two-and-a-half laps before Gardner 
shot past, bringing Sarron with him 
a lap later. Rainey settled into third 
place on the fourth lap with Magee 
charging after him. Mamola was on 
the move, coming from seventh on 





lap one to fifth on lap four. Mack- 
enzie was out on the third go-around, 


- a victim of a seizure after also seizing 


earlier in the morning warmup 
session. 

Gardner had just over a second on 
Sarron at the start of lap five, but 
the Frenchman was getting in a flow 
and pulling clear of Rainey. Iron- 
ically, Lawson, at this point, was 
llth and doing battle with none 
other than Igoa. 

"| think he was so bummed out 
he didn't want to pass me," Lawson 
would say later. “But I didn't know 
it was him because I never looked 
back." 

At the end of seven laps, Sarron 
was pressing Gardner, looking safe 
and appearing content to sit behind 
the Honda, 3.74 seconds up on the 
Rainey/Magee duel. Mamola, mean- 
while, had the Lucky Strike boys in 
view and was putting on a charge. 
Behind him came a scrapping group 
that was led by de Radigues with 
Chili, Haslam and Yatsushiro fol- 
lowing. McElnea was alone and 
gaining on the foursome while 
Lawson cruised around ahead of 
Igoa. 

Mamola went from two seconds 
behind Magee on lap nine to brea- 
thing down his neck on lap 15, the 
halfway mark. Mamola's location on 
the track was obvious; he was where 
the crowd noise was focused. ў 

The battle up front raged оп, with 
Gardner still leading Sarron, but 
only just. With Gardner sliding the 
more powerful Honda on the exits 
and Sarron looking as if he was on 
rails, a betting man may have gone 
with Sarron. This was not to be, 
however, as Gardner “turned up the 
wick" with six laps to go, turning 
lap times in the 1:30s after spending 
the majority of the race clocking 315, 
and pulling away. 

*] rode a safe race," Sarron 
explained later. "I was riding easy 
and I realized it would be difficult 
to pass Wayne because I could see 
that he was not at his limit.

of my crashes of before, I am not so 
confident. After you crash once or 
twice like I do, you have to finish. 
I could have followed him to the end, 
but for what? I don’t think I could 
have passed him, and if I would have, 
he would have been able to pass me 
back very easily.” 

So Gardner strolled home some 
seven seconds clear of the 
Frenchman. 

From lap 15 to 22, the battle for 
third was a three-way duel, the 
Dunlop-clad Yamahas of Rainey and 
Magee leading the Pirelli-shod Cag- 
iva of Mamola, all three sliding. 
Rainey managed to pull clear in 
traffic on the 23rd lap, leaving his 
Australian teammate to fend off the 
highly-motivated Mamola. To put 

'the battle into proper perspective, 
one must recall that Team Lucky 
Strike disposed of Mamola to make 
room for Magee. 

As the duo went to the flag on the 
final lap, Mamola outbroke Magee 
in the double left prior to a short 
straight and a right-hand kink that 
puts the riders at the start/finish line. 
Magee than pulled alongside on the 
exit of the corner and tried to go 
under Mamola in the kink. Rather 
ironically, there wasn't room, as 
Mamola shut the door. 

Magee: "I got back under him 
about a wheel-length back. I had to 
shut off or we would have both been 
in the hay bales. I was under him 
and he just started coming down. I 
think he was motivated. 

Mamola: “I got under him on the 
brakes; he tried to go back under me, 
but I closed the door on him." 

Mamola officially beat Magee by 

16 .222 of a second. 











Behind Magee came de Radigues, 
a comfortable sixth. The three-way 
battle behind him turned into a two- 
man race when Chili lost the front 
end in the double left and broke off 
his left foot.peg. He managed to 
rejoin the race, but not before 
Lawson was past for 10th. Yatsu- 
shiro and the Honda, however, did 
hold off McElnea for seventh. 

“І just couldn't get past 'em," 
McElnea said. “They were all over 
the place and I didn't have enough 
horsepower to get close and outbrake 
them." 

Lawson was happy to be rid of the 
race after suffering through numer- 
ous bouts with the shoulder popping 
in and out of its socket. : 

“1 couldn't get the bike back and 
forth," Lawson said later, prior to 
flying with Mamola and Dean Miller 
to Milan, Italy, for more treatment. 
"Under braking I couldn't keep 
myself back in the seat.” 

Rainey was relatively pleased with 
third place, but is still chasing that 
first GP win. 

“The problem is that when 
Gardner spins he keeps moving 
forward," Rainey said. “Ours just 
stops there, and the harder you try 
the worse it is. It was a hard race 
and I was just concentrating on 
keeping it on line. It was a long race. 
I rode just as hard in the middle as 
I did in the end and the beginning. 
Randy just went really good. I'm sure 
he's got something out for Lucky 
Strike Roberts.” 

Mamola is beginning to feel as 
though his megabuck, two-year 
contract with Cagiva is beginning to 
pay dividends. 

"I need this to show all those

people that said I just took the ride 
for the money," Mamola said. 
“Pirelli is working really hard. They 
made me four new tires in one night; 
they're determined and they want to 
win. Everything is paying off, 
finally. The five-inch rim made the 
tire work good at full lean and that's 
where you make up time here. 
“Claudio (Castiglioni) is so happy 
because so many people have been 
saying that Cagiva is no good. Now 
we have shown them. The power is 
good, now all we need is some more 
acceleration and we'll be close.” 
Gardner's chief mechanic, Jeremy 
Burgess, said he was more nervous 
prior to the start of this GP than he 
was for the Brazilian round which 
saw Gardner take the title in 1987. 
“We had to get the maximum today 
with Eddie being hurt," he said. 
Gardner himself was also pleased. 
"Anything can happen," he said. 
“You just have to keep going.” 


250cc Race 

On a track that has been known 
to suit the Yamahas better than the 
Hondas, the master over the years at 
Rijeka and last year's winner, Carlos 
Lavado, crashed during practice, 
breaking two bones in his leg. At the 
time, the Venezuelan was sixth- 
quickest on his Yamaha YZR250 V- 
twin. 

The quickest in 1988 was Pons, 
turning a lap in one minute, 32.041 
seconds for an average speed of 
101.074 mph on the Campsa Honda. 
Remarkably, it was the champion- 
ship leader's first career pole posi- 
tion. Second fastest qualifier was 
Garriga, only three-tenths behind 
Pons. Jacques Cornu, Sarron, and 
Roth rounded out the front row. The 
absent Lavado, Cadalora, J.P. Rug- 
gia and Manfred Herweh made up 
row two. 

When the starting light flickered 
green, it was Pons leading Sarron 
into the first corner. Garriga was 
next followed by Cornu. At the end 
of the first lap, it was still Pons, with 
Sarron, Garriga, Cornu, Herweh, 
Roth, Cadalgra, Ruggia, Masahiro 
Shimizu and Harald Eckl following. 
Loris Regianni and the Aprilia were 
15th. 

Up front, Pons and Garriga 
battled, with Sarron losing touch by 


the fifth lap. Pons led every lap - 


except the eighth. On the 10th lap, 
however, Garriga got sideways and 
Pons pulled clear. Before he knew 
it, Garriga had Sarron to contend 
with for-second place. That battle 





went to the final lap when Garriga 
pulled a nice move through the fast 
kink at the end of the front straight 
to put a lapper between himself and 
Sarron. Garriga was then able to 
open a small gap that held to the 
flag. He finished over five seconds 
behind Pons. 

Early crashers included Mang and 
McLeod, who went down together 
on the opening lap, and Herweh/ 
Ruggia, who also crashed together 
on lap five. Mang's broken collar- 
bone was the most serious of injuries, 
and he will miss next week's French 
GP. 

The battle for fourth went to the 
line with Roth nipping Cadalora. 
The Italian was upset enough with 
the result to smash his hand through 
the windscreen on the cool-off lap. 
Cornu had a lonely ride for sixth 
with Reggiani battling through the 
pack to finish seventh. His early 
battle with Shimizu ended when the 
Japanese ace coasted to a stop in the 
esses when his ignition rotor fell off. 

Pons later said that he was pleased 
with being able to win on a “Yamaha 
track” and that he had a big slide 
seven laps from the end when the 
tire started going off. е

Round 9 


Thorpe injured; 
Geboers wins Dutch GP

LICHTENVOORDE, HOLLAND, JULY 17 

Belgium's Eric Geboers took full advantage 
of David Thorpe's injury-caused absence to 
convert a nine point deficit to a 28-point 
lead in the World Championship 500cc MX 


Series in Holland, with his 
fourth overall victory of the 


' season. 


England's Thorpe saw his 
chances of a third world title disap- 
pear on Saturday (July 16) when he 
flew over the’ handlebars in the 
closing minutes of free training for 
the Dutch GP and.suffered a broken 
collarbone, which was also meo 
cated at the shoulder. 

Before jetting back to England to 
seek treatment, Thorpe told Honda 
officials, “Тһе bike just stopped 
dead. I was on the point of finishing 
for the day and then decided to ride 
just one more lap." 

Honda's Walter Fleck said, “We 
have checked the bike and everything 
is in order. There is no sign of a stone 
having lodged in the chain, and it 
has not stretched, neither is there 
anything wrong with the motor or 
brakes. It is a complete mystery.” 

It was, however, suggested by an 
eyewitness that Thorpe had let the 
front wheel drop into a hole under 
braking. 

It is unconceivable that Thorpe 
could ride the next round in San 
Marino, but Thorpe might have a 
chance to ride the final two rounds 
in Belgium and Luxembourg if the 
collarbone gets plated. But, any 
chance at the title will most likely 
be out of reach for Thorpe. 

With Thorpe due to miss San 
Marino and third-placed Kurt Nicoll 
49 points behind, the 25-year-old 
Geboers is looking more likely to 
become the first rider ever to win 
world titles in all three displacement 


- classes, and he could do it on home 


soil at the Citadel in Namur, Bel- 


$ 





gium on August 7, just two days after 
his 26th birthday. 

The only man able to beat Geboers 
in Holland was KTM's Kees Van der 
Ven, who finally overcame the battle 
with his nerves in homeland GPs to 
easily take a premium score in the 
second moto. 

Seemingly inspired by racers on 
his favorite sandy terrain, Andre 
Vromans followed up his good starts 
of the previous week in England by 
again leading the riders away in race 
one, but any thoughts of an easy life 
in the early laps as the favorites 
fought their way through the pack 
were soon dispelled as Mark Banks 
hounded the Belgian veteran all of 
the way around the difficult course. 

Banks took the lead on lap two 
and even a renewed attack by Vro- 
mans could not shake the English- 
man's confidence as he hung on in 
a close second in front of Jacky 
Martens. 

After 15 minutes, however, Banks 
fell in a turn and was relegated to 
llth place. Within a lap, Martens, 
aware that Geboers, Nicoll and Ismo 
Vehkonen were charging hard, took 
over at the front and tried to build 
up a defendable lead while the others 
were getting around Vromans and a 
defiant Franco Rossi, who was 
showing uncommon determination 
in sand for an Italian. 

Vehkonen, fastest in timed train- 
ing, had made an awful start but 
suddenly found himself in front of 
Nicoll as the Kawasaki leader 
dropped it in a tight turn. 

"I got alongside Eric once, but it 
was less than a lap later that I went 
down," said Nicoll. “It’s a pity, I 
don't know if I could have beaten

Eric, but I might have been able to 
follow him past Jacky." 

For a long time Geboers had made 
little impression on the leading 
Martens even after he had disposed 
of Rossi and Vromans, but the lone 
HRC rider was very relaxed in his 
riding and always seemed to have the 
situation under control. 

With two laps to ride, he was on 
Martens’ rear wheel, and as they 
burst into the main area to start the 
final lap, the Honda drew alongside 
the KTM and powered ahead 
through the fast, sweeping turn 
which completed the lap. Geboers 
had secured a well-planned 20 points 
and, for the first time this year, the 
lead іп the 500cc World 
Championship. 

Martens chased fruitlessly to the 
flag, Vehkonen was a none too 
distant third and Nicoll fourth to 
further increase the points gap on 
Van der Ven. 

Not for the first time on home 
ground, Van der Ven rode as though 
he was a bag. of nerves. A terrible 
start had been converted into a top 
10 placing by half distance despite 
a fall on lap two, but a further fall 
dropped him back again and the 
holder of the number three plate had 
to do it all again to finish seventh, 
a postion he was gifted on the final 
lap when the throttle happy Banks 
ran out of fuel just short of the finish, 
despite running a larger tank. 

Jo Martens had followed Vromans 
home to make it four Belgians in the 
first six, while the brave Rossi kept 
eighth ahead of a slow starting Kurt 
Ljungqvist and Billy Liles. 

Jacky Vimond had been another 
crash victim and was fortunate to 
rescue even a point at the finish. 
Hakan Carlqvist had pulled out after 
a bad start, and quit for the day. 
“This track is awful," he said. “But 
I'll be back next week in San 
Marino." 

To the delight of the estimated 
13,000 spectators, it was Van der Ven 
who led away race two and for once 
in his home GP, he kept his nerve 
to never be seriously challenged. 

But it was a fall for Geboers after 
30 minutes which took the pressure 
away. The title leader had moved 
through confidently and without 
panic from fifth at the start to 
displace Dirk Geukens from second 
place just after half distance. The fall 
dropped Geboers back to third and 
with a 14-second deficit to Van der 
Ven when he regained second place 
three laps from the end, all hopes 
of a 40 points maximum were gone. 
But Geboers had turned a nine point 
lead for the absent Thorpe into a 28 
point lead for himself. 

Initially second, Mervyn Anstie, 





troubled with his right knee since 
twisting it in England, dropped back 
rapidly to eventually finish 18th, but 
fellow fast starter Geukens made up 
for his first race falls to keep third 
to the finish. 

It had looked at one stage as 
though Nicoll would catch him, but 
Nicoll fell and dropped behind Leif 
Persson again on the same lap as 
Geboers had hit the ground and had 
to be satisfied with 26 points for the 
day which takes him to within 21 
of Thorpe. Nicoll had come through 
from 10th for his eventual fourth. 

Persson, who had crashed into the 
trees early in race one, continued to 
show much improved form and rode 
sensibly so that his fifth place never 
came in danger, particularly after the 
chasing Vehkonen had bailed out in 
a big way and was so badly winded 
that he could not continue. 

First-race hero Martens had been 
brought down by a fallen rider on 
lap one, raced back through the pack 
only to fall again on his own at the 
same spot on lap two, as he nervously 
tried to regain lost ground too 
quickly. After 35 minutes, Martens 
was challenging Ljungqvist for sixth 
but he went down again and had to 
pass Jo Martens on the final lap for 
an eighth place which could have 
been earned in easier fashion. 

Dutch 500 Champion Carlo 
Hulsen, having failed to qualify all 
year on grassland tracks, showed just 
how much different a rider he is in. 
sand by charging to seventh. 

‘Vimond had started well but found 
there was nowhere to go when 
Geboers closed the door in a corner 
on Martens who in turn leaned on ~ 
the Frenchman. From last in turn 
two, the ex-250cc World Champion 
could get no higher than 13th. 

Battles right through the field for 
the placings had been a feature of 
the day and none was better than that 
between Banks and fellow English- 
man Jared Smith, who fought tooth 
and nail from start to finish. In the 
end, Smith won the personal battlé 
for 10th as Banks rode into 11th. 

Rossi and Liles had been their 
rivals for part of the race, but the 
Italian had to quit with his eyes full 
of sand, while the American pulled 
out unable to breathe properly. 

"I hurt my. back before England, 
and it's still not right," said Liles. €

Boothill National 
win to Kadlec

Rocky Mountain Enduro Circuit regulars 
have long speculated that perennial RMEC 
Champion, Fritz Kadlec, could best the 
nation's top riders on his home turf. This 


week, Kadlec rewarded their 
regional pride with a clear-cut 
victory over the big names in 
enduro circles at the Boothill 
National. 

"After my win last week at the 
Colorado National Hare Scrambles, 
Iwas really hoping for a double-play 
and my first National enduro win. 
Boothill is the only enduro in the 
Rockies that I have never won. There 
has always been a mechanical failure 
or something that kept me from the 
overall here.” 

But today, Kadlec finally beat the 
jinx and proved that, on this day at 
least, he was the best in the west in 
the rocks. 

The Del Norte Motorcycle Club 
incorporated lots of local granite 
into their three loops, 100 mile 
course, and a good deal of loamy 
forest trails and spectacular scenery. 
The start of each loop began in a 
dusty, high desert valley, and the 
riders were pleasantly surprised as 
the trail quickly climbed into moist, 
alpine forests. 

Double A riders Kevin Hines, 
Terry Cunningham, Kurt Hough, 
Jeff Fredette, Jeff Russell and Allen 





Randt all made the trek to Colorado 
and without exception were all 
mounted on 250cc machines. Con- 
spicuous by their absence were 
Suzuki teammates, Dave Bertram 
and Randy Hawkins. Bertram is 
recovering from surgery and Haw- 
kins was down with chicken pox. ` 

The first loop, which used 18 and 
24 mph averages, went smoothly for 
most of the AA riders, with most 
dropping only one or two points. 
Kadlec dropped one point at check 
two after a crash, and Hines burned 
check four where most of the A and 
B riders were dropping points. The 
exception was Hough, who had to 
fix two flats by the first gas stop. 
Three of the top local riders crashed 
out of contention before the first gas: 
Ex-ISDE rider Dennis Larratt, 
injured his back; Mark Mauz, who 
is presently second in the 250cc A 
class, separated his shoulder and 
John Bruckbauer, who is always a 
threat, was also out with a shoulder 
injury. 

The second loop was almost 
entirely trail and took the riders 
above timberline and through 
breath-taking alpine valleys. All of 
the riders agreed that this was the

toughest loop with its abundance of 
rocks and mazes of forest trails that 
gave no place for a rest. The field 
of AA contenders narrowed consid- 
erably during this loop. Both 
Fredette and Hough burned the same 
check by two minutes, effectively 
ending their chances for a top 
placing. Cunningham ended what 
had been a good ride when he fell 
and broke a bone in his hand. 

“1 went to pass a stalled rider in 
an erosion-made gully and he rolled 
into me. It was a freak thing — two 
inches either way and my barkbuster 
would have protected my hand." 
Kadlec, on a 250cc Yamaha, and 
Hines, on a 250cc KTM, emerged as 
the two riders with the best chance 
of victory. They both dropped one 
point at the seventh check, but 
Kadlec bested Hines at the 10th check 
with only four points compared to 
Hines' six points. Russell, on 
another Yamaha 250, was the only 
rider within striking distance, but 
was several points down on the two 
leaders. 

The third and final loop was for 
A and AA riders only and the average 
speeds were upped accordingly. The 
racers were first challenged with a 
30 mph average up “Colorado Boule- 
vard." This notorious section is a 
steep two mile trail through a jumble 
of rocks, boulders and trees. Kadlec 
dropped four minutes at the follow- 
ing check, while Hines dropped five. 
The 14th and final section was tight 
woods trail, with a speed average of 
36 mph. Kadlec crashed hard here 
bending his handlebars, but still 
only scoring a five point loss to 
Hines' six. Kadlec's final score was 
just 15 points dropped and Hines 
ended up with 20. Russell was 
another five minutes back with a 
score of 25. 

Kadlec, sponsored by Malcolm 
Smith, Bel-Ray, Shoei Helmets, 
Renthal, Tsubaki, Race Tech, and 
Smith Goggles was emotionally 
drained. He explained, “I put.a lot 
of pressure on myself to win this one. 
I didn't talk to anyone until the 
second gas. I didn't want to know 
how the others were doing. At the 
second gas I found out that Hough 





and Cunningham were out of con- 
tention, but I was told that Kevin 
had zeroed the first loop so I knew 
I had to really bear down to win. 
After these two wins, I hope they'll 
put me on the ISDE Trophy Team 
this year." 

Hines, sponsored by KTM, Mal- 
colm Smith/White Bros./ Arai/Dun- 
lop/Scott and Duralube said of his 
second place finish, “I could have 
perbaps shaved a few points off my 
score, but I'm satisfied with my ride." 
Hines, who was hospitalized earlier 
this summer with a serious staph 
infection resulting from a knee 
injury, further stated, “I’m feeling 
really good now. In fact, I wish the 
course had been longer. I really 
enjoyed riding the 250 today. I owe 
a big thanks to White Brothers for 
the terrific job they did on the 
suspension." Hines agreed with 
Kadlec that "Randy (Hawkins) 
wouldn't have been competitive with 
us in these rocks." 

Russell (Yamaha/ICO/Hi Point/ 
White Bros./Scott/Arai and Acerbis) 
said of his ride, “I just tried to ride 
my own race, and not worry about 
how the others were doing." 


Three-time ISDE veteran, Kevin 
Davis, on a 250 KTM dropped 29 
points for fourth overall. When 
asked about his decision earlier in 
the season to switch from an enduro 
model to а motocrosser, he 
responded, “You know it works well 
when an old codger like me finishes 
this high at a National event." Or 
perhaps it was that he spent the past 
week trail riding with Hines. 

Always improving Dave Zehner, 
on a 350 KTM, also dropped 29 
points, finishing 23 seconds behind 
Davis for first overall A rider. 
Another KTM 350 rider Tim Wil- 
Ibanks dropped 30 points for sixth 
overall. Hapless Hough, on a 250 
KX, was seventh overall with 34 
points dropped. 


“I had planned to ride the whole 
National enduro circuit, until today. 
If the flats and the burned checks 
weren't enough, my odometer went 
out on the last loop. But it was a 
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T.J. Hofmeister claimed his first Funny Bike win of the 1988 season 
at the Firecracker Nationals, beating Bill Timmons in the final.

Hofmeister wins Funny 
Bike at Firecracker Nat'ls

COLUMBUS, OH, JULY 8-10 


T.J. Hofmeister won his first Funny Bike 
final of 1988 when he clocked a 7.212/193.13 
time while facing Bill Timmons at the IDBA 
National Trail Raceway. 


Timmons was forced to shut 
down during the pass and his 
slow time of 9.2/94.53 gave an 
easy win to Hofmeister, the 
world’s first Funny Bike rider to log 
an official 200 mph run. 

Nearly 400 IDBA racers came from 
38 states and Canada, braving record 
heat and qualifying their number 
down to 8-, 16-, 32- and 64-bike fields 
in the eight legal eliminators, plus 
the hundred or so entered ET Bracket 
racers. It rained Sunday morning and 
the practice round was dropped as 
well as the usual pagentry and 
parade of number one qualifiers, but 
the racing was completed on time. 

Hofmeister’s win makes the Funny 
Bike points chase a five-way horse 
race to the World Finals with Bobby 





Baker, Steve Tracy, T.J. Hofmeister, 
Terry Kizer and Charles Israel in 
order, less than 400 points apart. 

In Pro Comp, John Sands and his 
Honda fueler earned the number-one 
qualifying spot with a 7.77. But 
Sands found that good sportsman- 
ship doesn’t always pay off when he 
gave Don Raybuck extra time at the 
line to refire his Kawasaki. With 
Sands’ fueler running, Raybuck used 
every second the rules allowed to 
stage. When the light hit green, 
Sands’ Honda was too hot and died 
on the line. 

Tony Lang, sixth qualifier, got the 
win at 7.87/170.77 against Steve 
Jones’ 8.15/164.83. 

In Pro Stock, Dave Schultz of Ft. 
Meyers, Florida, was back in full 
form on the Eagle 1 Kawasaki. The

wrist-casts from his ladder fall 
accident had been removed finally. 

Schultz’s machine had gotten him 
low ET and high mph marks at every 
IDBA National so far this year, and 
this meet was no exception. Schultz 
qualified first at 8.16/163.63 and 
plowed through the field until he 
met second qualifier George Bryce 
and his Suzuki. 

In the final, Schultz belied his 40 
years and beat Bryce, 33, off the line 
with a reaction time of .438 com- 
pared to Bryce’s .478. When Schultz 
saw the win light, his clocks read 
8.12/164.83 to Bryce’s 8.24/161.57. 

The National Trail’s event left 
Bryce in the lead for points by a hair, 
3535 to 3320, with three wins for 
Bryce and two wins for Schultz. 
(Each rider will drop one low-points 
race for the final tabulation and 
George has a 540 point race, while 
Dave has a 0 point race.) 

Scott Barger was the number one 
Top Gas qualifier in the 8.20 stand- 
ard eliminator with an 8.23/148.51. 
Marcy Boyle of Mansfield was 
number 16 at 8.89/147.74. Marcy had 
worked her way up through the 
Sportsman ranks and was in her 
second Top Gas effort. 

At the Firecracker Nationals, she 
became the first woman to win an 
IDBA legal elminator.

Number two qualifier Mike Wett- 
stein of Boys Racing Team got the 
Super Comp win at 8.71/134.52 over 
runner-up Marty Dougherty. 

Another heads-up situation qual- 
ified on a 9.20 standard in Pro Gas. 
Robert Haskell was number one on 
the standard at 9.20. The entire 64 
bike field was only about 1.5 seconds 
apart. 

Tom Sudman and his Kawasaki 
got the win with a 9.21/135.74 over 
Pro Gas Champion Mike Phillips on 
a Kawasaki at 9.16/139.53. 

The 64-bike Super Gas field was 
even tighter. The bump on the 9.90 
field was only .42 off the standard. 

Craig Weaver and his Kawasaki 
qualified first on the 9.90 standard 
and went on to prove that, even in 
tight IDBA heads-up fields, the 
number one qualifier can wind up 
the winner. 

Weaver's winning time was a 9.95/ 
123.62 to the runner-up 10.00/129.49 
laid down by Supef Gas Champion 
Ron Piacentine. 

In the handicapped Super Elim- 
inator, the winner was Robin Ray 
on a D/SS Kawasaki at 12.02/94.63 
on an 11.42 record. Runner-up was 
Mike Hill on an AL/XG Harley- 
Davidson at a broke 15.53/56.35 on 
an 11.72 record.

Suzuki GSXR750, and Russell 
Paulk, Jamie James and Mike Harth 
riding the Arai/Emgo/Bel-Ray/

for Lightweight team Laid Back 
Racing and did ride for Solmax later. 

The intense heat and humidity 
made most teams re-think their 
normal strategy of one-hour riding 
shifts. Instead, most teams were 
riding half-hour or 40-minute shifts. 
The early hot pace set by Hall was 
tiring, and by the end of his ride his 
lap umes had dropped to 1:41s and 
42s. Following a rider change for the 
Humans, Team Suzuki took over the 
lead by the end of the first hour. 

Jim Williams Racing was having 
another great race aboard their 
Mediumweight Superbike Suzuki 
Katana 600, holding down third 
place overall. Class rivals PDQ 
Racing, on another Katana, were 
right behind Williams in fourth, and 
brothers Dan and Dave Probst 
rounded out the top five at the end 
of hour one. Series regulars 5150 
Racing were out of contention after 
a first-lap crash by Jay Denham. 

Team Suzuki opened up a four- 
lap lead during the second hour after 
the Humans pulled in for an unsche- 
duled pit stop to repair a leaking 
valve cover gasket and to change the 
rear tire. “Ме figured we would have 
to change the tire at some point in 
the race so we decided to do it while 
we were in to fix the gasket," 
explained tuner Dave Zupan. 

PDQ's John Bowles crashed 
lightly in the back section of the 
track, dropping the team from fourth 
to 12th. 

The. leaderboard was really 
scrambled during the third hour. 
Team CIA was leading the Light- 
weight class and running in fifth 
overall when an oil line on their 
Yamaha FZR400 split, oiling down 
major portions of the track. Within 








the next few laps, both Action 
Suzuki's Mike Stephens and the 
leader, Team Suzuki's Mike Harth, 
went down. Neither rider was 
injured, and the ambulance never left 
its station during the race.

The Vohland brothers, Tyson and Tallon, 
walked away with first and second places, 


respectively, in the Ultracross main event 
at the Mickey Thompson Off-Road Cham- 


pionship Gran Prix at the Los

Tyson grabbed the lead on 
lap four in the first heat race, 
then waited for his younger brother 
Tallon to catch up on the last lap.

On the second lap, Mabery 
slammed his way by Sweaney to take 
the lead and Tyson got around 
Murray and Sweaney to move into 
second place behind Mabery.

Tallon, with Murray falling back to 
fifth. 

Lap three saw Mabery and Tyson 
still going at it for first, but Tallon 
had moved up to third with A.J.

At the end of lap three Tyson made 
his move and zapped Mabery for the 
lead going into the big sweeper.

As the leaders came around on lap 
two, Davis, Ward, Kiedrowski and 
Peters were running almost nose-to- 
tail. Kiedrowski turned on the after- 
burners and jetted by Ward and Davis 
to assume first place. Ward moved 
by Davis also and slid into the second 
spot, while Peters crashed and fell 
out of the top five. 

By the close of lap three Kied- 
rowski had already begun pulling 
away, as Ward maintained a solid 
second and Davis was still holding 
third.

The final lap saw Kiedrowski take 
the win a safe distance ahead of 
Ward. Davis hung on for third, with 
Honda riders Fowler and Vlach 
rounding out the top five. 

When the bungee cord starting 
gates were released at the start of the 
main event, Jim Chamberlain had 
his Honda in front of the pack, with 
Kawasaki-mounted Brian Pryor 
right behind him in second. Heat 
race winner Kiedrowski bailed off his 
Kawasaki as he was making a charge 
through the pack on the back 
straight on lap one and dropped to 
dead last. 

Meanwhile, Tyson had rocketed 
up from his his midpack starting 
spot to grab third as the pack headed 
up the hill in the peristyle for the 
first time with Tallon right on his 
tail in fourth. As the pack completed 
lap one Chamberlain still led, fol- 
lowed by Pryor, Tyson, Tallon and 
Peters. 

Tyson began to make his move on 
lap two, as he blew by Pryor and then 
began to zero in on the leader, 
Chamberlain. Tyson wasted no time, 
and once he caught Chamberlain, he 
zipped by to claim the lead, dropping 





Chamberlain to second. Pryor held 
third, just ahead of an on-the-gas 
Tallon. 

On lap three, Tallon attacked 
Pryor as they hit the back stretch and 
lept past on the second jump to move 
into third behind Tyson and Cham- 
berlain. Chamberlain’s stint in 
second was short-lived, as Tallon 
also got by him before the end of 
lap three. 

Tyson began to pull away on lap 
four, leaving: Tallon in second just 
ahead of Pryor, who slipped by. 
Chamberlain to take third. When 
Chamberlain dropped back to 
fourth, he got locked into a good 
battle for that position with 
Yamaha-mounted Mabery and 
Honda pilot Whiting. 

The top three positions were the 
same on lap five with Tyson holding 
a comfortable edge on Tallon and 
Pryor. Chamberlain maintained 
fourth, but Mabery had stalled at the 
bottom of the peristyle and dropped 
back, allowing Whiting to move into 
fifth. The top five was the same as 
they completed lap six. 

Tyson maintained his quick pace 
out front on lap seven, with Tallon 
a safe distance back in second, well 
ahead of Pryor, while Whiting had 
moved around Chamberlain to take 
fourth. The order was the same on 
lap eight with the exception of 
Whiting, who had moved around 
Pryor to grab the third place spot. 

When the white flag came out, 
Tyson began to slow his pace again 
to allow Tallon to close the gap and 
by the time the two Kawasaki riders 
came down out of the peristyle, 
Tallon was within several bike- 
lengths of his older brother. As the 
lead duo came out of the final turn 
and headed down the front straight, 
Tyson and Tallon were only a couple 
bike lengths apart and they styled 
their way across the line almost side 
by side with Tyson taking the win. 

Behind the Vohland brothers, 
Whiting brought his Honda home 
in third followed by Kawasaki pilot 
Pryor, while Fowler took a distant 
fifth ahead of Chamberlain and a

Though the points difference was 
so great there was some spiriting and 
entertaining riding throughout the 
final watched by approximately 5000 
spectators. 

Having beaten the Danes in an 
earlier encounter in the series. 
England's dream to win today, was 
shattered after only two races, as 
Denmark raced into an eight point 
lead after winning the first races by 
5-] max results. 

Predictably the World Champion, 
Hans Nielsen, top scored with 13 
points for Denmark, and for Eng- 
land, Kelvin Tatum was their hero 
with 14 points, with support only 
by Simon Cross, who chipped in 
with 10 points. 

It was never a case of who would 
win but hope of by how many points 
Denmark could get over England. 

Domination by the Danes was 
apparent, as they stormed through 
the metting winning 1l of the 15 
races, and out of the four that the 
Lions won three of those went to 
Tatum. A dismal performance by 
England highlighted after their 
captain Simon Wigg trailed in third 
in his first ride, then in his second, 
he fell on the third lap while on his 
own. He wasn’t hurt but took no 
further part in the event, giving 
Denmark all the confidence they 
needed. 

The clash between the top two, 
Nielsen and Tatum, proved to be a 
classic with the Englsihman holding 
a slender lead right up until the 
checkered flag, when the Dane dived 
on the inside to win by mere inches. 
Tatum had his revenge in the nom- 
inated riders race when he held off 
the champion’s challenge. 

The closest that England came to 
the Danes was after a 4-2 race win 
by Cross and Knight in heat 10 to 
put them within reach, just six 
points down. But the Norsemen 
came back in the next race with a 
5-1 max win thanks to Nielsen and 
Gundersen over Tatum. That put the 
Danes back to a 10 point lead which 
they increased to 14 over the next two 
races before claiming the final 
victory 52-38.

Rayborn, Carroll win 
last Riverside RR

RIVERSIDE, CA, JUNE 26 
Calvin Rayborn III and Peter Carroll 
swapped wins in the 750 and Open 
Supersport races at the AFM's last- 
ever motorcycle race at Riverside 
International Raceway. 

The event proved to be a troubled 
event, as one rider was killed, two 
received broken legs and several 
peces sessions and races were red- 
lagged. 

William Burns, ARRA Battle of 





The Twins Champion, was fatally 
injured during practice when a panel 
flew off a sidecar, landing on the 
track in front of his Ducati. As he 
swerved in an attempt to dodge the 
obstacle, Burns hit a barrier on the 
back straight and died within 
minutes. 

In spite of the day’s misfortune, 
some good races developed. The first 
start of the 750cc Supersport race was 
red-flagged when Jeff Hagan went 
down just off the starting line and 
was run over by another rider, 
resulting in a broken leg. On the 
restart, as on the original start, 
Rayborn was first off the grid, 
followed closely by Peter Carroll. 

The pair quickly gained a slight 
edge over the rest of the pack, which 
was headed up by Doug Toland, Lee 
Shierts, Scott Cavness, Chuck Graves 
and Charles Pittman. Carroll moved 
quickly, and by the midpoint of lap 
two he had seized the lead, while 
Toland and Shierts had managed to 
shake off their hangers-on. 

Carroll led throughout the bulk of 
the race, hounded by Rayborn who, 
on the last laps, struck back, recov- 
ering the lead he had held at the start. 
Rayborn made the switch stick and 
took the checkered with Carroll in 
tow. 

Carroll was again in the thick of 
the race for first place in the Open 
Supersport class. As in his first race, 
he was second off the line (this time 
led by Pittman and trailed by Cav- 
ness), but led by lap two. Pittman 
shepherded Carroll around the track, 
leaving him little margin for error 
as Cavness dogged the duo in third 
spot, holding his place and staying 
within striking distance. By the 
race’s midpoint, the top three — 
Carroll, Cavness and Pittman — had 
settled into the positions they would 
hold at the end. Cavness picked up 
the tempo on the last few laps and 
was soon snorting down Carroll’s 
tailpipe for a knock-down, drag-out 
fight on the last lap. Pittman fol- 
lowed three seconds behind — a 
distance that increased over the last 
two laps as the first two turned on 
the afterburners for their last-chance 
dash to the finish line. On the last 
lap, Carroll bobbled just a smidgen 
in turn eight, though not enough for 
Cavness to catch up.

Yoder takes three

First year Expert Ray Yoder won 
three classes in WERA Regional 
sprint racing action at Grattan.

AMA critical of 
Washington study 


WESTERVILLE, OH, JULY 19 

The American Motorcyclist 
Association (AMA) issued a 
statement today questioning 
the conclusions reached in a 


Seattle, Washington, study of motor- 
cycle accident victims. 

Results of a 1985 study of 105 
motorcycle accident victims at Seat- 
tle's Harborview Medical Center was 
published in the July 8 issue of the 
journal of the American Medical 
Association. Several implications are 
made throughout the text of the 
article that motorcyclists are irres- 
ponsible because Medicaid benefits 
were billed for over half of the 
medical expenses incurred by the 
injured riders. The study further 
suggests that the presence of a 
compulsory helmet law would have 
reduced these “‘costs to society.” 

Dr. Frederick P. Rivara, co-author 
of the study, acknowledged that 
motorcyclists’ private insurance or 
personal funds paid for at least 23 
percent of all charges. 

In an interview with the AMA, it 
was conceded by a contributor to the 
study, Dr. Abraham Bergman, that 
he did not know if all possible means 
of collecting from others responsible 
for these accidents have been 
exhausted. In addition, Dr. Bergman 
revealed that it is not known to what 
extent other motorists relied on 
public assistance for injuries in 
vehicular crashes. 

“This study, while seemingly 
valid, casts doubt upon its credibil- 
ity. It does not provide comparative 
information of societal costs of 
automobile crashes to motorcycle 
crashes," said Robert Rasor, AMA 
vice president for government rela- 
tions. “Only 61 percent of the victims | 
studied sustained head injuries and 
the authors did not disclose whether 
riders were wearing helmets at the 
time of their accidents.” 

Until all the relevant circumstan- 
ces are revealed by the doctors at the 
Harborview Medical Center, the 
AMA remains skeptical that motor- 
cyclists represent a greater burden to 
the public than other members of the 
American society. The Association 
continues to encourage all motorcy- 
clists to practice established safety 
techniques, including wearing pro- 
tective apparel and accepting respon- 
sibility for their actions when 
appropriate. P
